On the contrary, the whole case 
presents a picture of a high-minded, ethical 
and devoted lawyer, striving to live up 
to the highest ideals of duty. and sur- 
rounded in the case ont of which this un- 
fortunate litigation has grown by a group 
of scoundrels,- whose degredation and in- 
famy unparalleled in my observation of 
more than 35 years at the bar. It should

Of Alabama Man 


Following a nation-wide search of 
more than seven years, Sherman 
Crawley, 27 years of age, one of three 
men said to have been convicted in 
connection with the death of a pay- 
master of the Warrior Coal Mining 
company at Warrior, Ala., was cap- 
tured last Friday in Mansfield, Mass., 
through the activities of the William 
T. Glore National Detective agency. 

Crawley arrived in Atlanta Mon- 
day afternoon in custody of detectives 
who are taking him back to Montgom- 
ery, from where he is said to have 
escaped. At the time of his convic- 
tion he was sentenced for a period of 


15 years, but escaped a few months 
later, taking with him $9,000 in cash, 
it was said. 

In Mansfield he is reported to have 
been living under the alias of Alf 
Martin and had married the daugh- 
ter of the presic¢:nt of a Mansfield 
meat company. Crawley, alias Mar- 
tin, at the time of his capture, was 
the proprietor of one of the most up- 
to-date ba®ber ‘shops in Mansfield.

Duvall Backs Department. 

Alderman W. B. Duvall, who last 
year was head of the sanitary com:.it- 
tee, came to the support of the hea!th 
department Monday with statements 
that since the new milk ordinance was 
made effective several months avo, 
qrality of nulk has shown much im- 
provement, and that satisfactory ih- 
spections were made thronghout last 
year. He also intimated that pclitics 
might be behind the movement, as elec- 
tion of a city health officer for a two- 
yeur term comes up early in July. 
Councilman Saunders, Councilman 
W. Garland Cooper, also n member of 
the committee, and several other city 
officials, Monday continued the per- 
sonal inspection that was started last 
week by Mr. Saunders and Henry F. 
Branham, state milk inspector.

JUDGE “ANDY” CALHOUN. 

The death of Judge Andrew E. 
Calhoun grieves Atlanta. It grieves 
thousands of friends outside of At- 
lanta, many of whom were not ac- 
quainted with him and perhaps 
never saw him. 

They loved him because 


the 


and as judge on .the criminal court 
bench had spread throughout the 
land, and had commanded intense 
human admiration. 

He was different. In many re- 
spects he typified the characteris- 
tics of the late Chief Justice Bleck- 
ley in a unique, heart-interest ap- 
peal upon the public. 

An able interpreter of the law, in 
which he was profoundly versed; a 
fair and conscientious jurist; an un- 
yielding advocate of optimism; a 
humanitarian who believed that 
every infraction of the law was not 
with criminal intent; a philosopher 
who often employed humor, and 
many times a sparkling wit, to con- 
vey a deep moral lesson; a keen ap- 
praiser of human nature with a re- 
markable faculty for reading the 
real character of defendants at his 
bar—these were some of the out- 
Standing elements that made Judge 
Calhoun a remarkable man, and 
made his service of great usefulness 
to the community, and gave to him 
personally a popularity that reached 
into the humblest cabin as well as 
into the homes of the wealthy. 

Off of the bench Judge Calhoun 
was the most companionable of 
men.

To see these culls 
from our general press in a foreign

After St. Therese and Peter Cani- 
sius, the Catholic church honored 
Fathers Breboeu and Lallamant by 
elevation to provisional sainthood. 
Not only Catholics but Protestants 
admire the heroic records of these 
priests who won-the martyr’s erown 
in the early. days of American col- 
onization. Breboeuf and Lallamant 
were put to death with the utmost 
cruelty by the savage Iroquois near 
the site of the present city of Pene- 
tang on the Georgian Bay. Two years 
ago this writer had the honor to be 
associated with Father Athol Mur- 
ray in exeayation work on the sites 
where these soldiers of the cross 
founded their first missionary stations 
and where they met death in the he- 
roic manner of Jesuits the world over. 
Their life and struggles are related 
with minute exactness in the “Rela- 
tions,” a voluminous record dealing 
with the work of the order in many 
lands. At the time of the archaego- 
logieal search two years ago the hope 
was entertained that a chest with al- 
tar vessels, a donation of Louis XIV 
of France, could be recovered from 
the river where the Jesuits are said 
to have cached them.

To Defeat.” . 
Bishop G. Ashton Oldham of Al- 
bany, N. Y., startled the congrega- 
tion of Westminster Abbey in London 
last week when in his sermon he re- 
ferred to the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier in the abbey as a memorial 
to defeated men. ‘These men won the 
victory on the field of battle, but the 
victory of peace was not theirs,” said 
the bishop. He referred to the growth 
of post-war militarism in various 
countries and said that hatred and 
prejudice glower across racial and 
geographical boundaries. “What boots 
it to tinker with rubrics and revise 
prayer books when the next war will 
leave civilization in ashes? The church 
should come out frankly against 
and militarism’ the preach- 
er said. The first Christians were 
anti-militarists and refused to carry 
arms, but they were massacred and 
slaughtered by Nero and Caligula and 


the other Roman. emperors for that 
reason. If the church is going to 
take up its mission of world peace 
in earnest, it must face tremendous 
opposition and even oppression. In 
many countries religion has been na- 
tionalized and Jehovah is the god of 
battle. During the war the represen- 
tatives of the churches often helped 
to swell the tide of blood and hatred 
and misunderstanding by injecting re- 
ligious sentiments in the _ struggle. 
There are two vital challenges con- 
fronting the Christian church today; 
they are the banishment of war and 
the harmonization of race relations.

Georgia Losing Heavily 
By Exemption Provision 
In the Gasoline Tax Law’ 


Editor Constitution: I call your at- 
tention to the fact that the present 
tax and inspection fee, which aggre- 
gates $ 1-2 cents per gallon, and 
which figures approximately 13 per 
cent of the sales price of this com- 
modity, is already a higher sales tax 
than is imposed on-any other com- 
modity. ' 

To further increase this tax would 
be a gross injustice to the petrolenm 
industry, and to the automobiling 
public. Whilst it is true that the 
public pays the tax, whatever it may 
be, it is a well-recognized economic 
fact that the higher the price of any 
commodity, the less such a commodity 


is used. 


Some people have argued that no 
matter what the price of gasoline is, 
the average automobile owner will 
burn just as much of it. We know 
from actual experience and observa- 
tion that this is not true. 

Present conditions in the crude oil 
market point to higher prices on gaso- 
line, so that if an additional tax is 
imposed on this product, and same is 
added to the material increase in 
price which looks now will inevitably 
occur, the price of this commodity 
bids fair to be almost prohibitive.

Were 
this Georgia law amended to so read, 
it would mean that for the year 1924 
approximately 15 million gallons of 
gasoline used in the state would have 
paid the three cents, or $450,000, 
which was used and which did not 
pay any tax. 


During the first quarter of 1925 
approximately five million gallons of 
gasoline less than «during the same 
period of 1924 paid the 3-cent tax; 
this, regardless of the fact that the 
number of automobiles registered in 
Georgia for 1925, shows an increase 
over 1924 of 17 per cent. 

Based on the foregoing figures, I 
estimate that if this law was amend- 
ed to compel all gasoline used in the 
state to pay this tax, the revenue de- 
rived by the state from the present 
rate of three cents will increase the 
states revenue this year approxi- 
mately $600,000. 

I understand that a bill proposin 
to amend this law has already been 
drafted, and is now in the hands of 
Attorney General Napier.

“So 
called heat exhaustion, so frequently 
assigned as the cause of persons be- 
ing “overcome by. the heat’”—in the 
papers—is not a clearly defined state 
and in nearly all such cases, if a 
proper medical examination of the vie- 
tim be made the condition appears to 
be ordinary collapse (from some grave 
| illness) or shock (from injury or some 
depressing emotional experience) or 
ordinary fainting, with excessive sum- 
mer heat a mere coincidence It jis 
perfectly probable that an individual 
already seriously ill would more 
likely to collapse or faint from ex- 
cessive summer heat and humidity 
than would a normal individual, but 
that does not alte, the fact that heat 
exhaustion is purely hypothetical and 
not demonstrable in a scientific way. 

Usually a pain in the head and diz- 
ziness give warning of impending sun- 
stroke or: heat stroke (for the condi- 
tion may be produced by exposure to 
excessive heat as among stokers on a 
steamship or furnace men‘in the steel 
mills), and if these warnings are not 
heeded, presently the victim falls un- 
conscious. There need be no donbt 
as to whether the condition is really 
heatstroke or sunstroke and not col- 
lapse from some underlying illness or 
ordinary fainting, for real heatstroke 
or sunstroke presents a very differ- 
ent picture from these other condi- 
tions which are commonly misinter- 
preted as “heat exhaustion” or “being 
overcome by the heat.” In heatstroke 
or sunstroke the victim's face is flush- 
ed or cyanosed (purple or blue ap- 
pearance), his breathing is deep, 
labored and probably noisy (stertorous

bounding (stronger than normal), and 
if-his body temperature is taken it is 
generally elevated maay degrees above 
normal. In collapse, surgical or ac- 
cidental shock, or fainting, the pic- 
ture is just the opposite in every re- 
spect: Pale face, shallow quiet breath- 
ing, skin cold and clammy to the touch 
(cold sweat), pulse so feeble and small 
that a novice can scarcely feel it at 
all, and body temperature a degree or 
two below the normal. When this lat- 


ter picture is seen, the heat or sun 
has little to do with the condition and 
the care of the victim is the care 
which should be given in ordinary col- 
lapse, shock or fainting. 

The more perfect and unhampered 
the water evaporation from the skin 
the less likely .a sunstroke or heat- 
stroke in any circumstances. The 
main and practically the only func- 
tion of sweat is to keep the body cool. 
As much water as one can comfort- 
ably drink should be taken, there- 
fore, when it is necesary to be ex- 
posed to extreme heat. The water 
should be at least agreeably cold. So 
called ice water (having a tempera- 
ture of about 50 degrees F.) is not 
too cold for many persons to drink 
comfortably in large amounts. Fruit 
juices or ades are also advisable. ,

“Jedge Andy” is dead. ; 

That expression is not one of today— 
save in the fact that the generally be- 
loved jurist who dealt justice with a 
peculiarly characteristic hand is today 
no more. It would have meant many 
things more than 20 years ago. 

“Jedge Andy” was not a character 
created by the late Gordon Noel Hur-: 
tel, though Hurtel and Smith Clayton 
made the character known to thou- 
sands. The habitues of the old police 
court on Decatur street revealed 
“Jedge Andy” to the newspapermen, 
who covered “police” in the old days 
of a quarter of a century ago. He was 
the immediate, first-hand, everyday, 
rough-dnd-ready embodiment of “law” 
to those who saw but dimly through 
the veil that clouds the ignorant or 
blinded eyes of those who are dazed 
by the light from the tribunals. 

“Jedge Andy” was law—interpreter 
and translator, as well as adminis- 
trator of the “common” law of the 
police court for white and black. He 
knew the law—but he knew as well 
the offenders with whom the law had 
to settle; he knew also the officers of 
the law, the streets and lanes, the by- 
ways and the no-man’s land areas of 
old Atlanta. He had a knack of plait- 
ing these three or four funds of 
quickly charged knowledge in a police 
case. 

He knew the law in its first aid ap- 
plication—and whether or not he 
could employ it as ‘a schoolmaster” to 
bring the novice offenders to a serious 
realization: he knew the characters of 
of the court—and keenly slanting an 


eye toward the door at the right of 
the bench he could; times out of 
ten, tell what the ze would be, 


many times in the previous year ¢> 
five years the same offender had been 
before him; and he could tell a non- 
descript negro more about the specific 
region of the old town in which Jett 
or Chosewood had picked him up than 
the rounder himself knew. 

He was a specialist—to some he ap- 


| parently paid a penny, to some twen- 


ty, to some a hundred—for the same 
amount of work they had done in 
damage to the law—but he flavored 
his fines with a rare, canny insight 
into the needs of the special defendant, 
in the specific offense, and for the 
definite occasion.

You attempted 
to protect the people’s interests, based upon 
the constitutional provision that the geyer- 
nor must see that the laws are obeyed and 
interpreting the Jaw in the interest of the 
people. The supreme court disagreed with 
you on an open question and interpreted the 
law in favor of the deposed chairman, who 
had been proved guilty of improper conduct 
in his office and of violating the law of the 
land. 

The chairman has returned to bis work, 
and has introduced resolutions which are 
now before the board looking to reforms 
that I think and have contended are sorely 
needed. My information is that the state 
nucitor also criticises the chairman for 
the waste in the highway department and 
ithe loose methods operative there and for 
whieh the chairman, as the executive head 
under the law, is responsible.

Heavy Toll Taken by Quakes 


:: SAN FRANCISCO TEMBLOR IN 1906 MOST SEVERE - :: 


In California Within Century 


BY UNITED NEWS. 


Earthquakes have taken a heavy 
toll in California during the last cen- 
tury. 

More than 500 persons were killed 
and property damage of from $350,- 
000,000 to $500,000,000 caused by the 
San Francisco quake alone. That was 
on April 18, 1896, and was one of 
the greatest catastrophies of history. 

Earthquakes always have been com- 
mon in California and minor tremors 
almost a daily occurrence, Residents 
generally are undisturbed by these 
quakes, which often rattle the win- 
dows and dishes in their homes. 

During more than a century, there 
have been four shocks called “‘destruc- 
tive’—in 1839. 1865, 1868 and in 
1906. Five “exceptionally severe” 
quakes have been recorded at. San 
Francisco. The worst previous to the 
1906 disaster was in 1868, when five 
persons were killed and a dozen old 
building cracked.

serious damage throughout the coastal 
region of California. The shock ex- 
tended throughout a belt 50 miles 
wide, from Humboldt county to the 
southern end of Fresno county. The 
heaviest shock began at about 5:12 
a. m. on April’ 18. The actual dam- 
age caused by the earthquake was 
slight in comparison with chat 
wrought by fire, which began soon 
after the principal shoc. 

The fire raged for three days, while 
more than half the population fled to 
the hills and huddled together, prac- 
tically withont shelter. 

The fire finally was brought under 
control on April 21, after five rows 
of buildings had been dynamited. 

Money and supplies were contribut- 
ed by this nation and foreign coun- 
tries. About $10,000,000 was sub- 
scribed by the people of the United 
States and congress voted $2,500,000 
from the national treasury.

Santa Barbara, Cal., June 29 —(/) 
/ One of the narrowest escapes re- 
corded in the aftermath of stories told

quake today was that of Robert Mal-

MON TANA DAMAGE 
BY EARTHQUAKES 
CLOSE TO $500,000 


Helena, Mont., June ——(fP)— 
While stricken Santa Barbara pre- 
pared to take inventory of its disas- 
ter, the task of checking up damage 
done. by earthquakes throughout 
Montana over the last three days pro- 
eeeded today, with indications that 
total property damage would not ex- 
ceed $500,000. 

Although shocks were reported. to- 
' day from Helena, Great Falls, Bil- 
‘lings, Bozeman, Logan, Three Forks

Secaucus, N. J., June 29.—The 
“modern girl’ won a victory Monday 
night in the ranks of a small-town 
board of edueation when the local 
board ignored protests against pretty 
Helen Clark, 22-year-old Secaucus 
teacher, who smokes cigarettes.

About 200 persons crowded into the 
classroom where the board heard the 
charges.

Several teachers testified as to her 
efficiency and parents of pupils tes- 
tified as to her behavior. 


Matthew Pechtel, the principal of 
the school, who made the inefficiency 
charges, failed to appear “on account 
of illness.” 


The stories of Miss Clark’s habit 
of smoking cigarettes in automobiles, 
at bridge pagties and in bed, which 
have been tHe talk of the town, were 
not mentioned at the hearing. 

The only mention made of tobacco 
came when one of the teachers ai- 
mitted .that Pechtel smoked ciga- 
rettes, | 

After the last witness had been 
heard, the board, censisting of four 
men and one woman, deliberated 15 
minutes and then announced the unan- 
imous recommendation that Miss 
Clark’s temporary teaching certificate 
be made permanent. 


End of Mountain Cracking; 


LANDSLIDE WOULD CREATE BIG LAKE 


Another Avalanche Is F eared 


Jackson, Wyo., June 29.—()— 
The north end of Chief Mountain in 
the Teton national forest near here 
is cracking, probably as a result of 
the earth tremors which rocked four 
Rocky mountain states Saturday 
night. 

Another avalanche, greater than 
that of iast Tuesday into the Gros 
Ventre river, is feared, forestry of- 
ficials reported today. 

The north end of the mountain on a 
front of several miles is cracking, the 
advices stated, and.it is slipping down 
into the river almost perceptibly. 

Indications are that when the land- 
slide does oceur, a lake, which will 


be formed by the damming of the river, 
will be considerably larger than the 
basin created by last Tuesday's slide. 

Forestry officials declared that the 
continuance of land slides from the 
mountains in the region will probably 
turn the river into a new outlet. 

The lake formed by the avalanche 
last week jis estimated to cover an 
area of 5,000 acres, according to a sur- 
vey of the forestry officials. The pil- 
ing up of rocks and earth around the 
sides of the basin has created cliffs 
hundreds of feet high, 

The landslide last week into the 
Gros Ventre river deepened the stram 
from 125 to 500 feet.

High Lights in Cotton Market | 
BY THEO..H. PRICE, |

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New York, June 29.—Some uneéx- 
pectedly low crop estimates, the reap- 
pearance of the boll weevil, heavy 
July tenders in New York and a dis- 
tinct improvement in the dry goods 
market, are the more important news 
items in the week’s cotton news. 

The weight that should be given to 
each item is hard to determine. The 
July tenders check@d the advancing 
theory that the market was beginning 
to develop upon the alleged deteriora- 
tion in the crop, but they have cleared 
the way for an unobstructed rise if 
conditions justify it. 

It is really too early to speak with 
definiteness about the boll weevil. It 
is an insect which makes an extra- 
ordinary appeal to the imagination and 
leads many into unconscious exagger- 
ation. 

But there is no doubt about the 
improvement in the dry goods market. 
It is obvious in Chicago as well as in 
New York and one of the largest firms 
in Worth street admits that they have 
sold a considerable shipment of cotton 
goods to China last week for the first 
time in three years. 

It is true that the Chinese demand 
may be due to the strikes that have 
caused the shut down of the native 
mills, but what our American manu- 
facturers want “is orders’ and they 
are cheerful when they get them. 

Of crop news there is an inexhausti- 
ble supply—good, bad and indifferent. 
Some of it pleases the bulls and some 
of it gratifies the bears. To attempt 
an interpretation of it would be a 
waste of time. 

Until recently an average of public 
opinion as to the size of the crop 
would probably have been around 15,- 
000,000 bales. But the popular view 
was changed by the formal estimates 
issued toward the close of the week. 
There were four of them. J. W. Jay 
& Co., put the presently indicated 
yield at 14,750,000 bales; Norman 
Mayer & Co., gay 13,541,000 bales;

the Watkins bureau's estimate is 13.- 
549 bales, and that of Geo H. 
McFadden & Bros., 13,679,000 bales. 

will be many other entries in 
the crop ng game, but the goy- 
ernment’s figures will have the great- 
est, though a happily diminishing in- 
fluence. \ 

The departmient of agriculture has 
announced that it would endeavor to 
clarify its reports hereafter and then 
it proceeded to confound the_prevail- 
ing confusion by changing t x 
for every state. As these 
from 320 pounds an acre in Missouri 
and Arizona to 110 pounds in Florida 
and 157 pounds in Georgia, it is plain 
that the expert’s idea of a normal 
yield varies with the geographical lo- 
eation. . 

But it is encouraging to observe that 
the public mind has become so 
sprained by its attempts to grasp the 
higher mathematies of crop reporting 
that it no longer pays much attention 
to them. The forthcoming estimates 
of condition and acreage are, there- 
fore, awaited with less apprehension 
than usual and they are likely to have 
less effect than formerly. 

On the whole, reduced estimates will 
be normal and are to be expected as 
the season advances. A normal con- 
sequence should be higher prices, and 
the undoubted improvement in the 
dry goods market increases the nor- 
maley of an advance. 

Picking has already commenced in 
south Texas and about the only cir- 
cumstantial item of crop news thus 
far published is the statement that a 
company in that region which opersat- 
ed 44 gins last year says that because 
of the short crop it will operate only 
four gins this season. This may bh 
exceptional, but if it should prove to 
be general, the effect will be serious. 

On the whole, therefore, the outlook 
does not seem to be in favor of the 
bears, at least for the present, and 
caution is a policy that ought to have 
a seasonal appeal.
